Britain's Labor government, vic- 
torious in two crucial policy tests, 
mobilized it* slim majority in the 
house of commons today to beat 
down a third Conservative attack 
on Laborite spending policies. 


By rounding up every available 


Laborite member, including some 
from sick-beds. Prime Minister 
Attlee's government last night 
won a 25-vote majority against a 
Tory motion criticizing its "hous- 
ing record. The vote was 314 to 
2S9. 


Slim Margin 


The first test came last week, 


only a. few days after the newly 
elected Labor government, with its 
majority iri the house of commons 
whittled to only six seats, began 
its second term. That vote showed 
a labor victory of only 14 votes 
against Conservative leader Win- 
ston Churchill's attacks on the 
government's program to nation- 
alize the iron and steel industry. 


Under the British parliamentary 


system, the government must re- 
sign if it loses a vote on any im- 
portant issue.

We Can't Run Away from Problems 


The easy solution is a will o' the wisp Americans still 


pursue in an age when easy solutions almost never are found. 


In. a world with little simplicity left, we yearn for the 


simple answer. At a time when virtually all issues come 
through in varying shades of gray, we keep looking for black 
and white. 
• 


So powerful is this urge that it blinds us to the plainest 


facts of even recent history. Thus many of us ignore the 
Russians' shocking record of obstruction in International 
conferences, and suggest that everything would be fine if 
Premier Stalin and President Truman could just get around 
a table again. 


There isn't a microscopic bit of evidence to indicate that 


another meeting with the men in the Kremlin would be any 
moreproductive of real peace than past parleys. 


That Henry Wallace's Progressive party ever enjoyed 


any popular following at all is another mark of the impulse 
in people toward comfortable answers to uncomfortable 
problems. The party promised that peace and security would 
be born without accompanying pain. The sign was out: All 
grievances fixed cheap. 


A good many Americans tend to think of the nation's 


defense in the same way. The notion is that if we can just 
get enough A and H bombs and the planes to carry them, 
we'll be all set. But safeguarding the United States is ac- 
tually a complex and costly job. Are we prepared to face 
that fact and its consequences? 


There's slim doubt, too. that the current surge of isola- 


tionism in the country is fed by the compulsion to seek easy 
.solutions. If Europe and Asia are chaotic, what's, simpler 
than to turn our backs upon them? 


An this yearning is understandable, for nobody exactly 


thrives on strain and confusion and uncertainty. But we 
must realize that the urge is primarily emotional. It's a re- 
coiling from trouble, a running away from reality. 


And we simply can't' afford this escapism. There aren't 


any short cuts to peace and security and we'll save our breath 
for more realistic tasks if we stop prattling about quick 
treatment of our ills. 


The brutal truth is that there is nothing ahead but ten- 


sion and crisis. Whatever solutions we manage to achieve in 
thai age will be hard-won/ Our job is to face up to the reali- 
ties and support leaders in government who show the same 
courage. Only that way can we steer a sane course in to- 
day's unsimple world.

VICTORY FABAD* of the suffrage forces, with their bright 
yellow emblems and their Star-Spancled Banners, honored their 
leader Carrie Chapman Cat* in New York. 1920. The women cele- 
brated their newly-won right to vote after the 19th Amendment 
was passed. The woman suffrage movement began shortly after 
the Civil War. and once came near to success in 1878. but it wasnt 
until August, 1920, that the 19th Amendment was proclaimed in 
effect.

housing deficiency can only be 
met in the final analysis by full- 
scale private building."

housing and slum conditions for a 
arge percentage of juvenile de- 
linquency and told the commis- 
sioners: 


"You don't have to approve the 


Jrinciple of public housing or the 
dea of government subsidies for 
some at the expense of everyone. 
:o recognize that without public 
lousing, it is generally conceded 
ihat only a limited and unsatis- 
'actory answer to the slum prob- 
lem can be expected."
